Dr. Charles Rudolph Naeser, Professor Emeritus of Chemistry, for whom 
the hall will be named, taught chemistry at The George Washington 
University for 41 years (1935 to 1976). 

For many years. Dr. Naeser gave a special Halloween lecture producing 
several color changes through chemistry, puffs of smoke and loud 
noises. He will give a short version of it at the dedication. 

Speakers will include: GWU President Lloyd H. Elliott; Reuben E. Wood, 
professor of chemistry, current chairman of the department; 

Theodore P. Perros, professor of chemistry and of forensic sciences; 
and Dr. Naeser himself. 

The Naeser Memorial Lecture Hall, Room 302, has been renovated to serve 
as a modem chemistry lecture hall with new lighting and seating 
arrangements, provisions for demonstrations, audio-visual equipment, . 
and air conditioning. 

More than 170 donors, including friends, former students, administrators, 
alumni and faculty contributed over $14,000 toward the fund for the 
lecture hall, established in February, 1976. The university provided 
the balance required for a total of $38,778.16. 

Dr. Naeser's daughter. Dr. Margaret Naeser, will be present for the 
occasion. A neuro-linguist in Boston, she earned her Ph.D. in linguis¬ 
tics and is now working with people who have speech problems caused by 
brain damage. A son, Charles Naeser, is on a geological field trip. 

Mrs. Naeser may not be present. Dr. and Mrs. Naeser are residents of 
Falls Church, Virginia (Van Winkle Drive).

DR. PAUL W. BOWMAN 

Dr. Paul W. Bovman, professor emeritus of biology at The George 
Washington University, died on Friday, November 17, at the National 
Orthopaedic and Rehabilitation Hospital in Arlington, Va. Death was 
attributed to phlebitis. 

Dr. Bowman was born in Reading, Pa. on May 17, 1897. He attended 
West Philadelphia High School, and received his bachelor of arts degree 
with a major in botany from the University of Pennsylvania in 192U. He 
earned his master of arts at George Washington (1928), also in botany, and 
his doctorate at the University of Virginia (Ph.D., 1930) in biology. 

He first became associated with George Washington in 1924 as assistant 
in botany. His career at the tiniversity spanned 38 years until his retirement 
in 1962. He established the department of biology in 193*+, supervised its 
course of studies, administered its graduate and undergraduate programs, 
and taught courses in cytology and organic evolution until 1962. 

During World War II, Dr. Bowman served as special assistant to the 
president of The George Washington University (Dr. Cloyd H. Marvin) in 
connection with the scientific program for the nationeil defense effort. 

In 19^3 and 19^^» he was administrative director of the Allegheny Ballistics 
Laboratory, assisting in the administration of the work of some 700 scientific 
and administrative employees in developing rocketry for the Army. 

At George Washington, he served as special assistant to the treasurer, 
as well as the president, and as assistant to the coordinator of scientific

activities. He was a founder of the GW chapter of Sigma Xi, national 
science honorary, and served as its president. He was a memher of the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science, Masonic Columbia 
Lodge 285» the American Association of University Professors, the Botanical 
Society of Washington, and the Virginia Academy of Sciences. He served as 
regional chairman and student advisor for the Joint board of the Washington 
Academy of Science working for the improvement of science teaching. He 
held a research grant from the National Cancer Institute for a four-year 
period of study (1958 to 1962) and was co-principal investigator on a 
grant for biological application of the electron probe (1962-I963). 

Following his retirement from George Washington, he was appointed 
a research grants coordinator in the Research Grants Branch, Division of 
General Medical Services, at the National Institutes of Health. He continued 
this association \antil 197^. 

Dr. Bowman was a long-time member of the Clarendon United Methodist 
Church. Funeral services were held there for him on Monday, November 20, 
at 2 p.m. 

He had been living at the Methodist Hermitage, a retirement home 
in Alexandria, Va. He was the husband of the late Mary Quick Bowman, who 
died in November 1973* She was for 11 years a member of the GWU zoology 
facility. 

He is survived by a daughter, Christine (Mrs. Robert B. Hewlett) of 
Vienna, Va., and a brother, Walter H. Bowman, of Collingdale, Pa., and 


two grandchildren.
